The Book if Common Prager and Adminiſtration 
of, &c. 


That which makes, and denominates our 
Liturgy, truly and properly, a Book of Com 
mon Prayer, is, that it was compiled and en- 
| join'd by publick Authority, as the joint Ad- 
dreſſes of a whole Congregation, ſending up _ 
their Devotions, with united Hearts and Af- 
fections, to the Throne of Grace. 
The Word Common, is the lame as publick. 
Common, or publick Supplications, are oppoſed 
to private ones, in the Prayer, aſcrib'd to St. 
_ Chryſoſtom : Where is meant, our having by 
God's Grace and Favour, addreſſed ourſelves 
unto him, in the publick Service of the 
Church. 

It is likewiſe Common, to all People, and 
utter'd by the common Voice of the whole 


5 Church, which does in ſeveral Places, at the 


ſame Time, and in the ſame Words, offer un- 
to God its bounden Service; that the Unity of 
the myſtical Body of Chriſt, ſhould be teſti- 
fied by this Uniformity and Agreement, in pub- 
lick Prayer; glorifying God with one Mind, 
and one Mouth; which is ſaid to be ſo Pre- 

variing with our Almighty Creator,

| they have holden or taken in any Univerſity with- 
in this Realm. 


But in other Places, every ! Miniſter ſhall be 


at liberty, to uſe any Surplice, or no: 


It is alſo ſeemly, that Graduates, when they 


do preach, ſhould fe ſuch Hoods as appertain 


to their ſeveral Degrees. 
And whenſoever the Biſhop ſhall celebrate 


the Holy Communion in the Church, or exe- 

cute any other publick Adminiſtration ; he ſhall 

have upon him, beſide his Rochete, (Rochete is a 
Robe of black Satin, which is now worn over 


the Chimexe, which Chimere is a Lawn Gar- 
ment

ment with cloſe Sleeves) a Surplics or Alb, and 
a Cope or Veſtment, i. e. a Prieſt's Veſtment, 
with a Claſp before, and hanging down from 
the Shoulders, without Sleeves; a Sort of Mantle 
made very rich by Embroidery: And alſo, his 


Paſtoral-Staff i in his Hand, or elſe born or holden . 


by his Chaplains. 

The Paſtoral-Staff 1 is mide in the 650 of 
a Shepherd s Crook, to denote, that the Biſhop 5 
is a Shepherd over the Flock of Chriſt. 
Upon the Day, and at the Time appointed 
for the Miniſtration of the Holy Communion ; 
the Prieſt that ſhall execute the Holy Miniſ- 
try, ſhall put upon him the Veſture appointed 
for that Miniſtration; that is to ſay, a White 
Alb plain, with a Veſtment or Cope. 

An Alb, is very little different from our 
modern Surplices; it being a long, plain, white 
linen Garment, but made fit and cloſe to the 
Body, like a Caſſock tied round the Middle 
with a Girdle or Saſh, and cloſe-ſleev'd, to pre- 
vent any Hindrance in the Conſecration, or 
Delivery of the Elements. 

And where there be many Prieſts or Dea- 
cons, there ſo many ſhall be ready to help 
the Prieſt in the Miniſtration, as ſhall be re- 
quiſite, and ſhall have upon them likewiſe, the 
Veſtures appointed for their Munifiry 3 that is

Theſe Ornaments of the Church and Mini- 
; t2 ers, were alterable by a ſpecial Clauſe, at the 
latter End of the Act of Uniformity, 1 „ 


Provided always, and be it enacted, That ſuch 


Ornaments of the Church, and of the Mini- 
ſters thereof, ſhall be retain'd and be in uſe, 
as were in this Church of Exgland, by the Au- 
thority of Parliament, in the Second of Edward 
VI. until other Order ſhall be therein taken, 
by Authority of the Queen s Majeſty, with the 
Advice of her Commiſſioners appointed and au- 
thorized, under the great Seal of England, for 


Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, or of the Metropolitan of 


this Realm. And alſo, that if there ſhall happen 


any Contempt or Irreverence, to be us'd in the 
Ceremonies or Rites of the Church, by the 
miſuſing of the Orders appointed in this Book; 


the Queen's Majeſty may, by the like Advice 


of the ſaid Commiliioners, or Metropolitan, or- 


dain and publiſh ſuch further Ceremonies or 
Rites, as may be moſt for the Advancement 
of God's Glory, the Edifying of his Church, 


and the due Reverence of Chriſt' 8 Hol. Myſte- 


ries and Sacraments. 


Such an Order was accordingly taken by the

of her Feelefiaſtical Commiſſioners, particu- 
larly the then Metropolitan, Dr. Matthero 
Parker, nubliſhing theſe following Directions.

münzen, in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, 
the principal Miniſter ſhall wear a Cope, with 
Goſpeler and Epiſtoler agreeably; and at all o- 

ther Prayers, to be ſaid at the Communion 
Table, to uſe no Copes but Surplicces. 


Tem, That the Dean and Prebendaries wear. 


— Surplice, with a Silk Hood, in the Choir; ; 
and when they preach, to wear their Hoods. 


Trem, That every Miniſter ſaying any publick 


Prayers; or miniſtring the Sacraments, or o- 
ther Rites of the Church, thall wear a comely 


Surplice, with Sleeves, to be provided at the 


Charge of the Pariſh, 


Theſe are authentick Limitations, to all ſuch 


Ornaments, as were in uſe in 2 Edw. But there 


are no Copes worn at preſent, in any Cathe- 


dral or Collegiate Church, in the Miniftration 


of the Holy Communion, except in the 


Churches of Weſtminſter and Durham. Not- 
withſtanding, the 24th Canon likewiſe orders, 


that in all Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, 
the Holy Communion ſhall be adminiſter'd, 


upon principal Feaſt-Days, ſometimes by the 
Les if he be preſent, and ſometimes by the 


B 2 Dean; 


Dean; and at LB by a Canon, or 
Prebendary; the principal Miniſter hing 4 de- 
cent Cope, and being affiſted with the Goſ- 
peler and Epiſtoler agreeably, according to the 
Advertiſements publiſh'd Anno 7 Eliz. 

The 17th Canon further ordains, that all 
Maſters, &c. and ſuch as are Graduates, 
ſhall agreeably wear with their Surplices fuch 
Hood as do 2 appertain unto their De- 
gr bes. 

Canon 25. Such Hoods as are agreeable to 
th eir. Degrees. 
"Chis 34. Except he bis either * one of the 
| Univerſi ties of this Realm; and has taken ſome 
Degree of School 1 in either of the ſaid Univer- 
fit WES. --- 
Canon 41. 1. e, Who ſhall have taken the 
Degree of a Maſter of Arts of the leaſt, in one 
of the Uniwerſities of this Realm. 

Canon 58. Furthermore, ſuch Miniſters, as 
are Graduates ſhall wear upon their Surplices at 
fuch Times, ſuch Hoods, as by the Orders of the 
Univerſitics, are agreeable to their Degrees, which 
no Miniſter ſhall wear (being 70 Graduate) 
under Pain of Suſpenſion. If the wearing of 
a proper Hood was not 7hus required by the 

Canon, yet it would ſhew very little Reſpect to 


ſuch Degrees, if any offici ating Perſon, eſpecially 
In Chairs, ſhould ever be ſeen without then.

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It cannot very well be expected, that little 
Pariſhes ſhould be ready to furniſh out Hoods, 
for every Degree: However the Miniſter, who 
conflantly officiates, ſhould not fail of putting 
one on, according to his own. And in great 
Cures, where Perſons of different Degrees fre- 
quently officiate, there ought to be Hoods pro- 
vided for all Occaſions. 

In abundance of old Churches, there is no 
Convenience of a Veſtry, or Veſtiary, 7. e. an 
Apartment joining to it, where the Prieſt's Veſt- 
ments and Holy Utenſils are kept; and where 
all Pariſh Buſineſs ſhould be debated and exe- 
cuted: It would fave a great deal of Squabling 

at the Communion Table, where not a few 
idle warm Diſputes, are but too apt to ariſe. 
It is likewiſe more convenient, for the Surplice 
and Hood, to be put on and off there, rather 
than in a reading Des; but if a Veſtry be 
wanting, tis leſs Trouble, as well as more de- 
cent, to put them on and H in the Chance! and 
not in the Pew. 

At the Beginning of Morning Prayer, the 
Miniſter ſhall read with a loud Voice, ſome one 
or more of theſe Sentences of the Scriptures, 
that follow. And then he ſhall fay that which 
is written after the ſaid Sentences, _

fred here, when the Services ſhould begin;

but be that as it bs whenever it is once ee 
tled, let the Miniſter, be ſure, keep ſo exactly 
to it, that the Pariſh may not have the leaſt 
Reaſon to complain of any Uncertainty about it. 

There are, alas! but too many to be met 
with, in moſt Pariſhes, that ſeldom fail of com- 
ing in, till after the general Confeſſion: But 
were not theſe, to the Diſfurbance of the reſt of 

the Congregation, brought into the Neglect of 
ſo principal a Part of their Duty, by their 
having been foreed io wait longer than the 
uſual Time, upon fome ſpecial Requeſt or other? 
| Whereas, if every officiating Perſon would 
but /{ri&Hly keep to the Time appointed, ſuch who 
Had leſs while to ſpare, would more likely be 
at the Beginning of the Service, than others, 
who ſhould ſet them better Examples. 

As there is but too much Reaſon for theſe 
Obſervations, we can the more ſatisfactorily 
mention ſome very recommendable ones of Per- 
fans, who have been met deſervedly promoted to 
the ige Offices in the Law ; one of them to 
the very bigocft of al; and the other to the 
very next to it: Who, though they live at the 
greateſt Diſtance from the Church, yet never jail 
of being there before the uſual Time; whilſt 
others are ſeen dropping in late, for all they 
live very near 25 to it.

Before we enter upon our publick Prayers, 
or expect that the Almighty ſhould hear 5 
ſpeaking #9 him; our Church has reaſonably 
ordered, firſt, to hear him, ſpeaking fo vs, in 
ſuch Sentences, as will encourage and incite us, 
to a due Performance of the reſt of our Duty. 

After the Miniſter has therefore ſtail ſuch 

a diſcretionary while, till the Noiſe of the 
People” s coming in, and the Clattering of the 

Pew- Doors are pretty well over; and the Con- 

gregation ready for the Diſcharge of it, he 
ſhall begin, and uſe one or more of theſe Sen- 
tences, as he ſhall judge moſt proper for the 

! Seaſon. 

The 2d, zd, 4th, 5th, jth, 3th, and th, are 
ſo, for the Ember Weeks, for Lent; for the 
Regation Days, or other Days of Faſting Or 
Abſtinence ; as they were „elected to bring Sin- 
ners to Repentance: We may learn hence too, 
that the Kingdom of Chrift is ſet up in our 
Hearts ; and meet there, with Acceptance for 
the Contrite ; and Encouragement for the Sor- 
rowful. And any of the others, at other Seaſons, 

as ſhall ſeem moſt meet to him. 1 i 

The firſt of all, is a very comfortable In- 
ſtruction to the Ignorant ; and the reſt of them, 
we find yielding Pardon and Forgiveneſs to the 

Rebellious and Diſobedient: Setting forth to 
us, that we all ſtand in need of a merciful

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Correction; and that a frank Acknowledg- 
ment of our Vileneſs and Diſobedience, is re- 
quired from us, as the moſt certain Means to 
cleanſe us from all Unrighteouſneſs. „„ 
It is expreſſed too, that he ſhall fay them 
with a loud Voice, 7. e. with a clear, diſtinct, 
and audible one: The Word, loud, not figni- 
fying there; that it ſhould be any way ſtrain'd, 
or kept up beyond its Strength, but that it 
ſhould be raiſed and adapted to ſuch an extend- 
ed Elevation, above the ordinary Courſe of Read- 
ing, as he ſhall fre] to be moſt agreeable to 
bimfelj, in order to make it the more ed; Hint 
to his Congregation. 
In the Common Prayer Book, orlntte in the 
Year 1660, the Rubrick, before the Te Deum, 
runs thus: And to the End that People may 
the better hear, in ſuch Places where they do 
fing, there ſhall the Leſſons be ſung in a plain 
Tune, after the Manner of diſtinc Reading, and 
likewiſe the Epiſtle and Gofpel: By ſuch a mes 
lodious, even, tuneable Performance, every Word | 
meets with its due proper Sound; as ſuch a live- 
ly Method is found too, of greater Force, in 
exciting the People to a Fervor, and keeping up 
their Spirits to their height of Devotion, as 
having every Advantage of exerting itſelf, much 
beyond the Mou Manner of common Reading.

If ſuch Care is taken then, that every one 
could be able to hear the Service read, with 
what more than ordinary Concern muſt it be 
obſerv d, that in the Churches of Morceſter 
and Lincoln, the Choir Manner ſhould be de- 
graded into the Parochial, and inſtead of its 
being g/oriouſly perform'd by Perſons that have 
been bred up at the Univerſities, and have, 
as it were, appropriated them blocs: to. chant- 
ing, that thoſe that read there; can 't be heard 
by half the Congregation ; whereas if they were 
to officiate, as other Miniſters do in other 
Cathedrals, they would then raiſe their Voices to 
ſuch an exalted, harmonious Pitch, as in re- 
hearſing the whole Service d Herenth, thro” 
its different Offices, it would cauſe them to 
be heard at the greateſs DiRance. | 
And here it can't but be obſery'd too, 15 
inſtead of the Choir Way being ordered to 
dwindle into the Parochial, it would be highly 
_ uſeful and much more ſeviceable to Mi- 
niſter and People, for the Parochial Way, 
eſpecially i in the great Churches, to be raiſed 
up, in ſome Meaſure, to the Choir.

We read alſo in the Book of Ezra, that, 
when the Builders laid the Foundation of the 
Temple of the Lord, they ſet the Prieſts in 
their Apparel with Trumpets; and the Levites 
the Sons of Aſaph, with Cymbals; to praiſe 
the Lord, after the Ordinance of David King of 
Iſrael. And they ſung together by Courſe, in 
praiſing and giving Thanks to the Lord ; becauſe 
be is good, for bis mercy endureth for ever, to- 
wards Iſrael. 
Den ſhall follow the Pſalms | in order as rhe f 
are appointed, and at the End of every Pſalm, 
throughout the Year, and likewiſe, at the End 
of Benedicite, Benedictus, Magnificat, and Nunc

Member is actually imployed; which makes it 
very indecent to fit down, and ſtand up at the 
Gloria Patri, as the Manner of ſome is. We 
are not ſo much to wonder at the Generality 
of Peoples ſitting down at the Singing of Pſalms, 
when Miniſters themſelves, for the moſt Part, 
can be ſeen to ſet them no beter Examples. 
Then ſhall be read diſtin#ly, with an audible 
Voice, the firſt Leſſon, taken out of the Old 
Teſtament, as appointed in the Kalendar (except 
there be proper Leſſons aſſign'd for that Day) 
he that readeth, ſo flanding, and turning himſelf, 
as-he may be beſt heard of all ſuch as are preſent. 
Having been thus intent about Prayers and 
Praiſes, hereupon 'has the Church interpoſed 
Leſſons to be read ; that by ſuch an inſtruc-

Thus we find in the Acts of the Apoſtles, 5 
Chap. xiii. 13. That when Paul and his Com- 
pany departed from Perga, they came to An- 
tioch, and went into the Synagogue. on the 
Sabbath Day, and fat down; and after reading | 
the Law and the Prophets, ibid. ver. 27. For 
they that dwell at Jeruſalem, and their Rulers, 
becauſe they knew him not, nor yet the Voices of 
Ihe Prophets, which are read every Sabbath Day. 
Ibid. ver. 42. And when the Jews were gone fit 
of the Synagogue, the Gentiles beſought, that theſe 
Words might be preached to them the next Sab- 
bath. Ibid. ver. 44. And the next Sabbath Day 
came almoſt the whole City together to hear the 
Word of God. And thus again, in St. Luke iv. 
Feſus went into the Synagogue on the Sabbath Day, 
and ſtood up for to read; and there was delivered 
to him the Book of the Prophet TJaiah. 
| Note, that before every Leſſon the Miniſter 
ſhall ſay, Here beginneth ſuch a Chapter, or 
Verſe of ſuch a Chapter, of ſuch a Book: And 
after every Leſſon, Here ended the firſt or 
ſecond Leſſon ; and not, The firſt Leſſon ap- 


pointed for this Morning Service; or, Here 


endeth ſuch à Chapter. The Intent of the 


Miniſter 8 naming the Leſſons ſeems to be, that 
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any of the Congregation may look them out 


and go on with him.

Leſſons proper for Sundays. 

Leſſons proper for Holidays. | 

There is nothing of a Direction here, for 
the Choice of a Leſſon, when a 1 falls 


upon a Sunday. 


When the Feaſt Day falls upon a Sunday, 


it was ordered, in the Service of Sarum, that 
the Sunday Service ſhould give way to the 
proper Service, ordained for the Feſtival, ex- 
cept ſome peculiar Sunday only; and then the 


one, or the other, was transferred to ſome 


Day of the Week following. This Service was 


ſo well approved of, that it came to be uſed by 
moſt of the Churches in the Realm; and was 
a Pattern followed by many other Churches 


abroad; from whence proceeded the common 


Saying, of ſecundum uſum Sarum. 

The Rubrick, before the firſt Sunday in Ad- 
vent, runs thus. 

Note, That the Collect, appointed for every 
Sunday or for any Holiday, that has a Vigil, 
or Eve, ſhall be ſaid, at the Evening Service 
next before, 
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14 The Note, after the Table of the Vigils, and 
F 


aſts, and Days of Abſtinence, ſays, that if 
any of theſe Feaſt Days fall upon a Monday, 
then the Vigil or Faſt ſhall be kept upon the 
Saturday and not upon the Sunday next before. 
The Reaſon of this is, becauſe all Sundays 3 in 
the Vear rw be obſerved as Feaſts, they 
being Days of Joy, from our Saviour's Reſur- 
rection upon that Day, and therefore appointed, 
as moſt ſolemn Days of publick Worſhip. 
There are ſome that have thought, that this 
Rubrick, before Advent, had ſuch a Relation to 
the Table of Vigils or Faſts; that they have 
been heard to uſe the Holiday Collect, that has 
a Vigil or Eve, upon the Saturday, wheneyer 
the Feaſt Day fell upon the Monday. 
Notwithſtanding which, the moſt natural 
and proper Meaning of the Evening Service 
next before, ſeems to be, that the Vigil Collect 
ſhould be ſaid the Evening immediately preced- 
ing the Holiday, tho' the Vigil or Faft ſhall 
be kept upon the Saturday: For, if it is read 
upon the Saturday, the Sunday Collect, which 
by the /ame Order, is to be ſaid on the Satur- 
day, muſt of Courſe be omitted; two of them 
being not to be read, without ſpecial Appointment. 
If then the Vigil Collect is to be ſaid upon 
the Sunday, as the Evening Service, next before, 
why may not the Holiday itſelf, that falls upon 
a Sunday, take place of it too? When 
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When Chriſtmas Day falls u upon a Saturday 
(as it did in 1736,) the Collect, Epiſtle and 


Goſpel for St. Stephen s Day follows of Courſe, 


and no Notice is taken of the Sunday after 
Chriſtmas Day; the Collect for Chriſtmas Day 


(the ſame with the Sunday after Chriſtmas) is to 


be faid continually unto New Year's Eve. The 
firſt Leſſons out of Eccleſiaſtes are made to fol- 


low each other, and we there find the ſecond 


Leſſon too. 

When Chriſtmas Day happens upon a Sun- 
day, the Sunday after Chriſtmas Day is omit- 
ted, and the Circumciſion of Chriſt takes place; 
and the ſame Collect, Epiſtle and Goſpel (hall ſerve 
for every Day unto the Epiphany, 

You may remember, good People, fays St. 


Auguſtin, that I was expounding the Goſpel 


of St. John to you, as it was read, in Courſe, 


in the Leſſons : But now, a very ſolemn Feſti- 
val interpoſes, for which there are particular 
Leſſons, appointed to be uſed, every Vear, as 


it returns, and upon which the other Common 


Leflons muſt not be uſed; therefore, tho I will 


not perfectly omit, or lay aſide, my deſigned 


_ Expoſition upon that Goſpel, yet 1 muſt for 


ſome Time intermit it *. 
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An Ordinary Sunday then may give way to 


a Holiday; all Saints Days, to one of our Lord's 


Feſtivals; and a leſs Feſtival, to a greater. 
Whenever St. Andrew falls then upon a Sunday, 


the Sunday may give place to it; but whenever 


that Holiday ſhall happen to fall upon Advent 


Sunday (as it did in 1735,) then is the whole 
Service, excepting the Apoſtles Creed, generally 

read for the Advent; the Confeſſion of our 
Chriſtian Faith, commonly called the Creed of 
St. Athanaſius, being to be ſung or ſaid, upon 
St. Andrew, not jo much, upon account of the 
Saint's Day, but as it was deſigned to come in 
Courſe, 70 be uſed about once a Month, unleſs at 
Whitſuntide or Chriſtmas, when Trinity Sunday 


and the Feaſt of the Epiphany, ſoon follow 


after. 


When the Feaſt of the Profintation of Chriſt 


in the Temple happens upon Sepruageſima Sun 
day, then the Sunday gives way to the Fe. 


val; but the Feaſt of the Annunciation, 


as often as it happens upon Eaſter Day, 
always ſubmits to the Office of that High 


D ay. 
That

the reſt of that Office ſhall be omitted. 
Hut then if a Holiday ſhould take place of 
the Sunday, an Apocryphal Leſſon | 1s made uſe 
of, before a Canonical one. 

As nothing, as was before obſerved, 18 Laid, 
as to the Choice of Leſſons, when a Holiday 
falls upon a Sunday ſome there be, that read 
the Sunday ones, when the others are not 


Canonical. 


Others there are, that judge thoſe, as moſt | 
proper to be taken, that have been ſelected 
for the Holidays, as s they are moſt ſuitably and 
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particularly ps to diam; as upon Inno- 
cents and all Saints Days (upon the Conver- 
fion of St. Paul, that whole ſublime Chap- 

ter out of Wiſdom, is appointed to be read ; 
| Whereas Part of it is only ordered, for a 


Saints Days) tho' they be apocryphal. 


It may be obſerved too, that the Holiday 


Leſſons are placed in the great Old Bible in the 
Room of the Chapters of the Day they happen 
upon, as well as amongſt the Holidays, tho 
they are not Canonical, It might be likewiſe 
thought not ſo very proper, when St. Philip 
and St. James fall upon a Sunday, that the 


Second proper Leſſon ſhould be uſed for the 


Holiday, and the Firſt appointed for it, ſhould, 
becauſe it 1s Apocryphal, give place to the 
Sunday Leſſon.

_ twenty-fourth, thoſe for the twenty-fifth being 
out of the Proverbs, as well as the twenty- 
fourth, and have neither of them any Man- 


ner of Relation to the Advent. 
And after that ſhall be ſaid or fung in Eng- 


; liſh, the Hymn, called Te Deum laudamus, daily 


throughout the Year. 
This Hymn 1s ſuppoſed to be wrote by St. 


Ambroſe. The Doxology continues to the End 
of the 1oth Verſe, doth acknowledge thee; and then 


begins the Confeſſion of Faith, The Father of, 
&c. which Confeſſion goes on to the End of 
the 19th, 70 be our; and then begins the Sup- 
plication, Ve therefore pray thee. T his 
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This Hymn being always divided into twenty 


nine Verſes, when Hobo of them are ſung together, 
as the twenty-ſecond and twenty-third, with /e- 
veral others, it puts a Stranger to a loſs how to 


join in the Performance of it. 


The thirteenth Verſe in the Scotch Liturgy, 
runs thus, The Holy Ghoſt alſo being the Com- 
forter; and lo it 1s feb by Mr. Gallis, in his moſt 


excellent Service. 


This is not framed for conſtant: Uk, nor the 
| Benedicite for more particular Occaſions; neither 
in the Evening Service where there are more 
Hymns appointed, is the firſt fitted for daily 
Service, nor the other for more Feſtival Seaſons.

Or this Canticle, Benedicite, omnia opera. 
This Canticle is a Paraphraſe upon the 
cxlviiith Fſalm, which P/a/m has been eſteem- 


ed to be one of the moſt noble, the moſt ex- 
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alted and lofty of any, in the whole Book; 
wherein the Pfalmiſt, in the Over-flowings of 
Gratitude and Praie, not only calls upon the 
Holy Angels, but in a very ſublime Strain tdo, 


ſummons the moſt conſpicuous Parts of the 


Creation, to join with him, in celebrating * 


Praiſes a the Lord. 


Tho this Hymn would be very fitly uſed 
upon St. Philip and St. James, the Aſcenſion 


Day, Whithunday, St. Michael and all Angels,

The Church has ſet aſide theſe four Advent 


Sundays, as a Solemn Time of Preparation, for 
the great Feaſt of the Nativity; and they are 
ſo called becauſe they are to prepare us for a 
religious Commemoration of the Advent or 


Coming of Chriſt in the Fleſh. 


Which High Day is next celebrated, with _ 
ſome other Feaſts attending it. Then comes 
on the Circumciſion; then the Manifeſtation to 
the Gentiles, commonly called the Eprphany, 
(which is celebrated as a High Day too, the 
Royal Family going with the uſual State, to the 
Chapel Royal, to hear Divine Service; and his 
Majeſty, according to ancient Cuſtom, mak- 
ing his Offering at the High Altar, of Gold, 
Frankincenſe and Myrrh;) then his Doctrine and 


Miracles, his Paſſion, his Burial, his Reſurrec- 


tion, his Aſcenſion, his ſending of the Holy 
Ghoſt : For all which unſpeakable Goodneſs, 
We do afterwards moſt pertinently give Praiſe 


and Glory to the holy and undivided Trinity. 


Theſe Collects are all taken out of Gregory's 
Sacramentary; and a further Account of them 


may be ſeen in Nicholls's Commentary, at the 
End of the Collects, Epiſtles, and Goſpels. _ 


The Feaſts of the Apoſtles were taken from 
the Office of Sarum, of which St. Andrew is 
the firſt in Order, in Memory and Imitation of 
the Saints, becauſe he was the firſt Diſciple,

Theſe were called Vigils, from ſome of the 
firſt Chriſtians paſſing the preceding Night (up- 
on account of the Perſecution of their Enemies) 
in Prayer and Faſting, as ſure Inſtruments of 
Religion, to prepare their Minds for the due 
Obſervation of the enſuing Solemnity. Moſes 
received the Law from God with Faſting, 


| Deut. ix. . When Chriſt entered into the great 


Office of his Mediatorſhip, it was with Faſt- 
ing, Mat. iv. 2. 1 

Thoſe that have none, are placed between 

Chriſtmas and Candlemas, or between Eaſter 

and Whit, ſntide; which were always eſteem'd =” 
Seaſons of Joy. St. Michael and St. Luke are 
excepted from the reſt then about; but the 
latter was once a cclebrated Holiday in our 
Church; and upon the former, we celebrate 


thoſe miniſtring Spirits, that were created in 
full Poſſeſſion of Bliſs. 


There are particular Directions as t to the 
Reading of ſome Collects. 


The Collect for the firſt Sunday i in Advent 
is to be repeated every Day till Chriſtmas Eve. 
The Collect of the Nativity follows St. Stephen's, 
St. Johns, the Junocents, and ſhall be ſaid eon- 
tinually till New Yenr's Eve. Before as laſt 
Review, it was to be faid till New Tears Day; 
but

but now the Collect for that takes place at the 
Eve, tho it has no Vigil. 
The fame Collect, Epiſtle and Goſpel ſhall 
ſerve for every Day after, unto the Epiphany. 
'The Epiphany Collect then ſhould not be read 
upon the Eve, the Church never ufing ? wo of 
theſe, but in the Octaves of Cbriſinas, and during 
Advent and Lent. 
Tube Collect for the Sunday before Eafter + 
muſt have been read on, till Eafter Eve, had 
not others been provided, inſtead of it. 
The fifth Sunday after Eaſter, would have 
went on to the ſixth; but there is otherwiſe 
ordered an Aſcenſion Colle&, till the Sunday 
after Aſcenſion Day which Collect, with that 
of the Epiphany and Aſh-weadneſday, being plac- 
ed amongſt the Sunday ones, they are to be 
continued on, without the others, zull their Sun- 
day Eves, 
As the Epiphany, fo has Trinity Sunday more 

or fewer Sundays after it. 
If there be any more Sundays before Advent 


5 Sunday, the Service of ſome of thoſe Sundays 


that were omitted after the Epiphany, ſhall be 
taken in to ſupply ſo many as are here wanting:

Others have choſe the 
laſt, becauſe where there is an overplus of Sun- 
days after Trinity, there are more that happen 8 
after Epiphany, the next ; fo that if any of the 
Services for the early Sundays after the Epiphany | 
are taken in, to ſupply thoſe that are wanting 
after . the fame come in to be uſed again 
in a little Time. As in 1733, when there were 
twenty-ſeven Sundays after Trinity, and but 
two Sundays after the Epiphany, ſome took the 
third and fourth Sundays after the Epiphany, to 
- ſupply the two that were then wanting after 
Trinity : So that in 1734, there being then four 
| Sundays after the Epiphany, the Collects, Epiſtles 
and Goſpels for the third and fourth, came pretty 
ſoon to be uſed again: Whereas by making 
Choice of the laſt, this is not only prevented, 
but the Service appointed for the /a/? Sunday 
after Epiphany, is a more ſuitable Preparation, 
for the Seaſon that is approaching: As the Col- 
lect is „for Conformity to the Deſgn of our Sa- 
viqur's Manijeftation, and to the great Epiphany 
of him, at the End of the Werld.

The Goſpel likewiſe reſpects the ſecond Ad- 
vent. And then ſhall atpear the Son of Man 
in Heaven, and then ſhall all the Tribes of the 
Earth mourn ; and they ſhall ſee the Son of Man 
coming in the Clouds of Heaven with Power and 
great Glory. 

In 1738, there will be twenty- -fix Sundays 
after Trinity, and three Sundavs after the Epi.

to ſupply that which will be wanting, there 
being fix Sundays after the Epiphany in 1739, 
the fourth that was then taken in will come to 
be uſed fo much ſooner, than the ſixth, which 
for the Reaſon juſt above given, was added at 
the laſt Review.

The firſt Day of Lent, commonly called 


Aſh-wedneſday. 
The Reaſon why Lent (which ſignifies the 


Spring) begins upon this Day, is becauſe the 


Room of the Sundays 18 ſupplied by it, thoſe 


being never made faſting Days. 


The Goſpel for the fourth Sunday in Lent, 
is the ſame with that of the Sunday before Ad- 


vent; only that begins at yer. 5. of St. John 
vi. and this at the fit. And Feſus went up 


1nto a Mountain, and there he ſat with his Diſciples. 


And the Paſover, a Feaſt of the Jews, was nigh. 


The firſt Leſſon is the moving Account of 
Yoſepb s entertaining his Brethren ; and the Goſ- 
pel being our r s miraculouſly feeding five 
Thouſand, might (ſome have thought) give Riſe 


to what is called Mothering, or Midlenting. It 
was the Cuſtom formedy for People to viſit 


their Mother Church, on Midlent Sunday. 
The Sunday next before Eaſter is called by St. 
Ambroſe, Authentica ; its Obſervation being al- 


lowed to be ſupported by good Authority : By 


others the Feaſt of Palms, the Sunday of Par- 


don, the Sunday of the Competents, whoſe Heads 


were then waſhed, that were Candidates for 
Baptiſm, on the Saturday in the Paſſion or 


great Week, the whole being ſet apart for more 
_ than ardinary Prayer and Faſting : And on 
that Day the Church of Cuſtom performed

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her Baptiſms, becauſe it is a Figure of the 
Death and Reſurrection of our Lord. 


The Thurſday, in this Week, is called Maun- 


day Thurjday, from the Mandate or Command- 


ment our Saviour gave his Diſciples, to comme- 


morate his laſt Supper, whea he commanded 


them to love one another, after he had waſhed 
their Feet, in token of the Love he bore to 
them; as we find it recorded 1 in the ſecond 


Leiben at Morning Prayer. 


The Almoner to the King performs the Se 


remony upon this Day, of waſhing the Feet 
of a certain Number of Perſons, and diſtributes 
Charity to ſeveral Objects of it. 

It is faid that ſeveral Gentlemen have each a 
Baſket of preſerv'd Fruit and Sweet-Meats : 


That ſeveral others have three Yards of Cloth 


for a Coat, three Ells of Linen for a Shirt, a 
pair of Shoes, and Stockings; a Quantity of 


Bread and Fiſh in large Wooden Platters, a 


Quart Bottle of Wine, two red Leathern Purſes, 


with as many Silver Groats, Three-pences, 
T'wo-pences, and Pence, as the King is Years 


Old; and as many Shillings, as the Years of 
his Reign. This Cuſtom is thought to have 
been brought in by King Edward III.

or ſaid, The Words ſung or ſaid every where 
"oy the ſame, as Minter and People. 
The Word /uxg, relates to a Hymn in Parts; 
as in Choir Service, one fide ſinging one Verſe 
and the other another: And the Word ſaid re- 
lates only to the Parochial. h 
_ Tho' this Hymn is not printed aternately,

It was a Cuſtom of the Antients to repeat 
ſome Part of this Solemnity upon Low Sunday, 
which was ſo called, becauſe of a lower Degree. 
This Cuſtom of repeating might be the Occa- 
ſion of the Repetigon Sermons upon that Day 
at St. Mary's. The firſt that is repeated, is 
preached at CHriſl-Cburch, by the Dean, or his 
| Subſtitute; the ſecond at St. Peter's in the Eaſt, 
on Eaſter-Day in the Afterncon, there being 
no Univerſity Sermon in the Morning, every 
College having one in their particular Chapels. 
The others are upon the two Holidays at St. 
Mary's, unleſs either of them ſhould happen to 
fall upon the Feaſt of St. Mar; and then it is 


taken care of and preached at St. Mary Magda- 
len 
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len College; atheriviſe thoſe Perſons as well as 
the Repeater are appointed by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 
This Low Sunday was likewiſe called Domi- 
nica in Albis, i. e. the Sunday of putting off 
the Chriſomes that had been put upon the Chil- 
dren on Eaſter Eve, when they were baptized. 
This Chriſome was a white Veſture or Garment, 
which was then put on, as a Token of Inno- 
cency, and took its Name from the Ointment, 
with which the Children were anointed, when 
it was put on. If the Children lived, the 
Women offered it up, when they were churched, 
to be produced as Evidences againſt them, if they 
ſhould afterwards violate and deny that Faith, 
which they had then profeſſed. But if the 
Children died, they were then wrapped in it in 
the Nature of a Shrowd. And from this, the 
Word Chriſome had its Riſe in the Weekly Bills 
of Mortality; and by the Ingenuity of thoſe 
that made the Report, it was put for Children 
that die before they are baptized, and 1o are 
not capable of Chriſtian Burial. 
There having been different Obſervances of 
the Feaſt of St. Matthias every fourth Year, 
let us examine a little what has been faid upon 


it, without any more Ceremony. 


The 
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The Year that we go by, confiſting of three 


Hundred fixty five Days, and about fix Hours, 


theſe laſt Hours were reſerved and put together 
every fourth Year, in order to make up what 
is called the intercalary Day; and as this Day 


was inſerted at the latter End of F ebruary, 
upon the Account of its retrograde Calculation 
from the fixth of the Calends of March, and 


reckoned twice then, it was therefore called, 


 Biffextile, The Word Leap might be added to 
it, from the Rubricꝶ in Queen Elizabeth's Com 


mon- Prayer Book. When the Tear of our Lord 
(i. e. when the Number of Years from the Birth 
of Chrifi) may be divided into four even Parts, 


 thert the Sunday Letter leapeth. We have it 


again from the great Bible in the Order, How the 


refs of the Holy Scripture (befides the Ffalter) 
is appointed lo be read. M hen the Years of our 
Lord may be divided into four even Parts, which 


rs every fourth Year, then the Sunday Letter 


leap eth. 


Archbiſhop Santraft was one of the Re- 
viewers, that ſettled the Celebration of this 
Feaſt upon the twenty-fourth for ever. As he 
excelled in this Kind of Knowledge, he was 
principally concerned; in reviſing this Kalendar. 
He was appointed one of the Superviſors of the 
Preſs, when the Act of Uniformity paſsd. 
What- 
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Whatever Proviſion, Order, or Alteration was 
then made, as well as whatever elſe is in our 
Common-Prayer, lays a poſitive Obligation upon 
all that have engaged themſelves to regard it, 
ſo as to execute whatever is directed ; as every 
Thing there is allowed and Agr ne by Par- 
liament and Convocation. 

However, for all this Rule was thus eſtabliſh d, 
yet were there not wanting ſome, who out of 
Inconſideration or Contempt, obſerved this Day 
in the, Leap Near ill upon the twenty-fifth ; 
which confuſed and unwarrantable Practice 
cauſed the Archbiſhop to publiſh his Injunc- 
tion or Order, requiring all Parſons, Vicars and 
Curates to take Notice, that the Feaſt of St. 
Matthias is to be celebrated (not upon the 2 5th 
of February, as the common Almanacks boldly 
and erroneouſly ſet it, but) upon the 24th of 
February for ever, whether it be Leap Year 
or not; as the Kalendar in the Liturgy, con- 
firmed by the Act of Unitormity, appoints and

And to know what Leſſon ſhall be read every 
Day, look for the Day of the Month in the 
Kalendar following; (The Title of the Kalendar 
in general before Fanuary is, The Kalendar 


with the Table of Leſſons:) And there ye ſhall

Church, at the ſame time when we contemplate 


His 
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his bodily Abſence, by reaſon of his Aſcen- 


ſion. Suitable to this Purpoſe, the Goſpel ſelected 
for it treats of the Nature and Efficacy of Prayer. 
Our Saviour being now about to leave his Diſ- 


ciples, he recommends Prayer to be to them 
as it were the Equivalent of himſelf; to ſup- 
ply them with all the Conſolations of his own 
Preſence ; and ſo to fill up their Joy, that they 


ſhould want none, tho' he were away. Verily,

The Solemnity of the Chriſtian Pentecoſt, is 
kept in Honour of the Goſpel, as the Fewiſh 
was out of regard to the Law. It was cele- 
brated by them, fifty Days after the Paſſover, 
purſuant to God's Command, Lev. xxiii. 

It is likewiſe called, the Day of At Fruits; 
tor on this Day they offered them in the Tem- 
ple. It is moreover termed, the Day of the Har- 
weſt ; tor that they began then about to cut 
their Corn. 

This Day, amongſt us, is that of the Pe- 
Went of the Holy Ghoſt upon the Apoſtles. It 
was called Mhiiſnday, partly becauſe of the 
Diffuſions of Light, that were then ſhed upon 
them; partly for the white Garments that were 
put upon thoſe that were not baptized before, 
but were zee initiated into the Church; and 
partly, becauſe our Anceſtors upon this Day 
gave the Milk, i. e. the White of their Kine to 
the Poor. | 

Trinity Sunday is che Octave of JV bitſunday, 


celebrated by the Church for the Myſtery of

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the Bleſſed Trinity, one God, in three di inet 
Perſons, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, in 
Oppoſition to the Arians, and ſuch like Here- 
ticks, who blaſphemed the ſame. 


It is a ſacred Injunction of the Founder of 


Corpus-Chriſti College upon his Society, who al- 


ways celebrate thin Day upon the Thurſday in 


Trinity Week, to make Confeſſion of the Holy 
and undivided Trinity, by repeating this Sunday 
Collect twice every Day, throughout the Near. 


After the aforeſaid Collects, as well at Morn- 


ing as Evening Prayer, in Choirs or Places 
where they ſing, 


Here followeth the Anthem, 
Altho the Time for ſinging is fixed here, 
yet in moſt Places where they fins, is the 
Fſalm tang at Evening Service, after che ſecond 


Leſſon, for all there is a Hymn appointed then.

At N. inchefter College, one of the Fellows 
reads the Communion Service by itſelf, upon all :

In the old Books, before the Commination,

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At Merton College their great Bell rings out 
every Friday Morning between Ten and Eleven 


of the Clock for half an Hour; after which 


they have the Litany by itſelf, upon account 


of their Founder's being drowned (as they ſay) 
about that Time, and upon that Day of the 


Week, in the River Medway, as he was going 


to Rocheſter, there being-then no Bridge there. 
At Chrift-Church they have a little Bell that 


rings upon Wedneſdays and Fridays as ſoon as the 


Te Deum is over, to give Notice to thoſe that 


had been at early Prayers, to come and join 


with them in the Litany. 


And ſo was it not long ago at Maudlin 


College; but now thoſe who had beeg at early 


Prayers come very properly at the very Begin- 
ning of the Choir Service. 


It begins the Service with the Organs "SRO 


Mary's every Term. It is performed every 


Saturday Morning there too, for the determin- 
ing Bachelors during the whole Lent.

At Beconsfield we reſerve ego Part of 


the Alms every Communion, -not only. in Order

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conſtant Fund for the Support and Comfort 7 
all ſuch, as ſhall at any Time be be found to be un- 
der any Manner of Diſtreſs. 
And tho' ſome of the antient People were 
outragiouſly concern'd for ſome Time, to be 
fo arbitrarily deprived of Part of their Income; 
yet as ſoon as they began to feel, that their 
Friends and Relations were by this Means very

In the very early Times of Chr iſtianity, whilſt 
the Faithful were under a State of Perſecution, 


there was no ſettled Place of Adminiſtring the 
Rite of Baptiſm. It was then performed in 


Rivers, Springs and Fountains, which occa- 
ſioned that Which contains the Water to be 
called a Font. It is commonly placed by the 


Door, or Entrance into the Church, to ſignify 


that by that we are admitted into the Congre- 
gation of Chriſt's Flock. 


And Note, That there ſhall be for every Male 


Child to be baptized, two God-fathers and one 
God-mother ; and for every Female, one God: father 


and two God-mothers. 
By the Canon 29. no Parent is admitted to 


anſwer as God-father for his own Child. Pa-

Te Communion of the Sick. 

The Curate ſhall have ti mel Notice, when the 
ch Perſon is defirous to receive the Communion 
at Home, fignifying alſo how many there are to 
communicate with him (which ſhall be three, or | 
two at the leaſt) and having, &c. 

But if a Man either by Reaſon of Extremity | 
of Sickneſs, or for Want of Warning in due 
Time to the Curate, or for Lack of TT 
to receive with him, or by any other juſt Impe- 
diment, do not receive the Sacrament of Chriſt's 
Body and Blood, the Curate ſhall inſtruct him, 
That if he do truly repent him of bis Sins, and 
ſtedfaſtly believe that Teſus Chriſt bath ſuffered 
Death upon the Croſs for him, and ſhed his Blood 
for his Redemption, earneſtly : emembring the Be- 
nefits he hath thereby, and giving him hearty 
Thanks therefore, he doth eat and drink the Body 

_— and 
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and Blood of” our Saviour Chriſt profitably, to 
his Soul's Health, although he do not receive the 
Sacrament with his Mouth. 
In the Time of the Plague, Sweat, or ſuch 
like contagious Times of Sickneſs or Diſeaſes, 
when none of the Pariſh or Neighbours can be 
gotten to communicate with the Sick in their 
Houſes, for fear of the Infection, upon Special 
Requeſt of the Diſeaſed, the Minſter may only 
communicate with him. 
If we look into David Lloyd's 1 of 

the Lives, Actions, Sufferings and Deaths of 
thoſe Noble, Reverend, Excellent Perſonages, 
that ſuffered, &c. we ſhall find in his Life of 
Dr. Richard Holdfworth, that the Plague in 
162 5, when he firſt came to Broad. ſtreet, 
could not drive him from his dear Fleck, tho“ 
another Murrian (Hereſies and Schiſms) in 1640, 

among the Flock 1tſelf, did. 

In his Life of Dr. Henry Hammond, ad 
the many Inſtances of that great Man's Con- 
deſcenſion, he gives this. One in the“ Voiſin- 
age, mortally fick of the Sma/l-Pox, then fatal 
to moſt of the Doctor's Complexion, deſired the 
Doctor to come to him; he makes no more 
ado, when fatisfied that the Party was ſo ſen- 
ſible, as to be capable of his Inſtructions, aſſur-

ing thoſe that were fearful of him, that he 
ſhould be as much in God's Hands, in the 
ſick Man's Chamber, as in his own, Page 396. 

In that of Dr. Thon Morton, Biſhop of 
Dureſm, he has this Paragraph, Page 437. 
Anno 1602, began the great Plague at 
. York, at which Time he carried himſelf with 
* much heroical Charity; for the Poor being 
* remov'd to the Peſt-Houſe, he made it his 
= frequent Uſe to viſit them with Food, both 
for their Bodies and Souls; his chief Errand 
was to comfort them, pray for them, and

When a preſent Right Reverend Father of 
our Church Was Chaplain to the Factory at 
Liſbon, he had Notice given him, that a Mer- 
chant's Lady, who was ill of the Small Pax had 
a mighty Deſire to receive the Holy Commu- 
nion. As he himſelf never had had them, he 
hoped he ſhould be excuſed from waiting upon 


her; but he ſoon had Word brought him 
* | back 
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5 back again, that as he never had had chem. ſhne 
muſt even apply herſelf to a Prieſt of the Church 


of Rome, that had. --- However, upon calling to 
Mind, that he had declared his unfeigned Aſſent 


and Conſent to the Uſe of all Things contained 


and preſcribed in the Book of Common Prayer, 
he looked upon himſelf, upon ſpecial Requeſt 

of the Dijſeaſed, to be under an Obligation of 
going and communicating with her, 


Theſe are very illuſtrious Inſtances, no doubt, 


of a ſtedfaſt Dependence upon God, and a 
firm Truſt in him. Neither can ſuch a religious 
Gallantry and Greatneſs of Soul as theirs, be ſaid 


to be very far from the Anſwer, that Pompey 
gave, when he was diſſuaded from going upon 


a a publick but dangerous Expedition.

Here is to be noted, That the enſuing Offie is 
not 10 be uſed for any that die unbaptized, or

After an Excommunication has been read, 


which is too often done upon Matters of very 
mall Value, the excommunicated Perſons can 


neither enjoy ſpiritual or temporal Privileges, 


till the ſame Authority reſtores them again.

euch a Thing — that 70 one in his Senſes would-be

A very ingenious but unfortunate Gentleman,
